SECURITY LTD. IN MAY 1974. NO INDEPENDENT VARIFICATION 
OF THIS TEST RESULT HAS BEEN MADE BY RSO, AS OF THIS TIME. 

2. CHUBB SPECIFICATIONS ARE AS FOLLOWS:

H) SHATTER RESISTENCE: TRANSPARENT ARMOR IS A COMBINATION 
OF POLYCARBONATE LAMINATED BETWEEN TWO SHEETS OF SHATTER 
RESISTENT GLASS WHICH IS SAID BY THE MANU- 
FACTURER TO BE UNBREAKABLE. 

3. HONG KONG SECURITY LTD. TEST OF CHUBB TRANSPARENT 
ARMOR TOTAL 3/4 INCH THICKNESS LAMINATED TRIPLEX 
AND POLYCARBONATE WITHSTOOD .45 AUTO. INNER AND 
OUTER LAYERS OF TRIPLEX WERE BLUGED BUT DID NOT 
PENETRATE POLYCARBONATE. 

4. IN OVERALL CONSTRUCTION AND SPECIFICATIONS, CHUBB 
TRANSPARENT ARMOR APPEARS TO BE A THINNER VERSION OF 
GE LEXGUARD. CHUBB HAS PROVIDED RSO WITH 

A 1 SQUARE FOOT SAMPLE FOR TESTING. RSO WILL 
FORWARD THIS SAMPLE TO SY/OPS/T FOR BALLISTICS 
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TESTING IF DESIRED. 

5. AT US DOLLARS 45 PER SQUARE FOOT IT SEEMS LESS 
THAN LIKELY THAT THIS MATERIAL WILL BE USED IN 
THE MSG BOOTH MODIFICATIONS. HOWEVER, OPS/T MAY 
WISH TO TEST THE CHUBB SAMPLE IN ORDER TO INCREASE 

ITS DATA BASE OF AVAILABLE TRANSPARENT ARMORS. CHUBB 
REPRESENTATIVE HAS REQUESTED RETURN OF SAMPLE AFTER 
TESTING AND, IF AT ALL POSSIBLE, EXTRACT OF TEST 
RESULTS. 

6. PLEASE ADVISE A) IF ABOVE SPECIFICATONS ARE 
CORRECT, IF CHUBB TRANSPARENT ARMOR WOULD BE SUITABLE 
SUBSTITUTE FOR 1/2 INCH LEXAN AND, B) IF SY/OPS/T 

WISHES TO EXAMINE SAMPLE. CHUBB REPRESENTATIVE 
FULLY UNDERSTANDS BALLISTIC TESTING MAY BE UNDER- 
AKEN AND HAS NO OBJECTION TO RESULTING DAMAGE OF 
SAMPLE.
